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(v)  Any  other  injury  or  defect  which 
causes  a  waste  of  more  than  5  per  cent, 
of  the  weight  of  the  potato,  including 
peel  covering  the  defective  area.” 

11.  By  striking  out  in  the  “  B.  Grades  for 
Vegetables”  regulations  the  last  sentence  of 
subsection  (a)  of  section  2,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: — 

“  In  this  grade,  unless  otherwise  speci¬ 
fied,  the  size  range  shall  be  114  to  1% 
inches  with  additional  grade  designation 
‘  Small  ’  or  1  %  inches  and  up  with  the 
additional  grade  designation  ‘  Large. 

12.  By  striking  out  in  the  “  B.  Grades  for 
Vegetables  ”  regulations  the  last  sentence  of

“CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS) 
ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  2175, 
approved  October  1st,  1949,  has  been  pleased 
to  order  that,  in  exercise  of  powers  conferred 
by  section  54  of  the  “  Contagious  Diseases 
(Animals)  Act,”  being  chapter  67  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  and 
the  provisions  of  Regulation  12  of  the  “  Con¬ 
tagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act  ”  Regulations, 
there  be  constituted  a  disease-free  area  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  in  the  said  area  the 
following  infectious  or  contagious  diseases — 
namely,  tuberculosis,  brucellosis,  mastitis,  and 
warble-fly  infestation  in  animals  of  the  bovine 
species — under  the  name  “  South-west  Koot¬ 
enay  Disease-free  Area,”  in  respect  to  the 
lands  which  may  be  more  particularly  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows,  namely: — 

Commencing  at  Boundary  Monument  No.  194 
on  the  International  Boundary,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Ripple  Mountain,  Kootenay  Land  District; 
thence  in  a  general  noi’therly  direction  along 
the  easterly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of 
Salmo  River  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  Lot 
1242;  thence  northerly  and  westerly  along  the 
boundaries  of  said  Lot  1242  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Lot  1241;  thence  northerly  to  the 
north-east  corner  thereof;  thence  easterly  and 
northerly  along  the  boundaries  of  Lot  1240  to 
the  southerly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of 
the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake;  thence  in  a 
general  north-easterly  direction  along  said 
southerly  boundary  to  the  north-west  corner 
of  Lot  6895,  being  a  point  on  the  westerly 
high-water  mark  of  Kootenay  Lake;  thence 
northerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  mouth  of 
Coffee  Ci-eek  ;  thence  westerly  along  the  middle 
line  of  said  creek  to  the  easterly  boundary  of 
Kokanee  Glacier  Park ;  thence  southerly,  west¬ 
erly,  and  northerly  along  the  boundaries  of 
said  park  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  the 
watershed  of  Crusader  Creek;  thence  in  a 


general  north-westerly  direction  along  said 
easterly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  Cru¬ 
sader  Creek  and  the  northerly  boundary  of  the 
watershed  of  Springer  Creek  to  a  point  on  the 
easterly  high-water  mark  of  Slocan  Lake; 
thence  westerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  north¬ 
east  corner  of  Lot  10396  and  continuing  west¬ 
erly  to  the  north-west  corner  thereof ;  thence 
westerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  north-east 
corner  of  Lot  7161  and  continuing  westerly  to 
the  north-west  corner  thereof ;  thence  westerly 
in  a  straight  line  to  the  north-east  corner  of 
Lot  7160  and  continuing  westerly  to  the  north¬ 
west  corner  thereof;  thence  southerly  along 
the  westerly  boundary  of  said  Lot  7160  to  a 
point  due  east  of  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot 
8334;  thence  west  to  said  corner  and  continu¬ 
ing  westerly  to  the  south-west  corner  of  said 
Lot  8334,  being  a  point  on  the  easterly  high-

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  everv  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : —

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses.
